and build embankments and approaches in
said river and on the banks thereof, necessary for
the proper or convenient construction and main-
tenance of such bridge; provided, that a suitable
draw shall be built and maintained in the channel
span of said bridge for the passage of boats with a
guide boom at each end of said channel span, con-
structed and maintained in such manner and of
sufficient length to secure the safe passage of all
rafts, lumber and water craft through such chan-
nel span, which said guide booms shall each be
securely attached to some pier or other firm
structure at the upper end thereof; and that said
bridge shall be so constructed as not to materially
interfere with the free navigation of said river or
the running of rafts, logs, timber or lumber; and
provided further, that said bridge shall be con-
structed or modified, and such reasonable altera-
tions therein made from time to time, as may be
required, and according to plans approved by the
Secretary of War of the United gtates, or such
engineer as he shall designate, by the railroad
company owning or using said bridge.
